The jury wished to recommend 
mercy, stimplating that Mrs. Snipes 
be forced to serve her full sentence 
of 
life 
imprisonment, 
mandatory 
under such a verdict, without par­ 
don. Instead, because the Jaw would 
not give the jury this power, it re- 
t urned the death verdict as the only I 
means of insuring punishment. 
Sensational Revelation 
This sensational revelation was 
made to International News Service 
today by the twelve men serving on 
the trial Jury who told for the first 


j time what happened in the jury 
room during the three hours re-1 
quired to bring in a first degree 
murder finding against the expect­ 
ant mother. 
In its extremity of doubt and be­ 
wilderment, the jury halted its de­ 
liberations and, with bowed heads, 
prayed, asking “God’s guidance” for 
a verdict “pleasing to him”. 
The jury believed 
the evidence 
against Mrs. Snipes, who shot Po­ 
liceman Elliott Harris to death with 
his own gun in a fight after the of­ 
ficer halted the Snipes automobile 
to search it for liquor, justified life 
imprisonment, but feared the par­ 
don law. 
Wanted Mercy 
No question of acquittal entered 
the proceedings, but the jurymen did 
not wish to condemn the expectant 
mother to death. 
The first votej 
showed seven for mercy and five 
for death. 
Over 300 miles of rutted, muckv 
backwocd trails I rode today and 
yesterday to farms, into spinning 
mills and to cotton ginneries and 
talked with the jurymen. 
Some spoke with reluctance; oth- j

The purpose 
of this innovation, which is to af­ 
ford safer crossings for pupils, will 
be a d v a n c e d by co-ooperation 
promised Secretary Samuel L. Lewis 
by th'* D epartm ent of Public In ­ 
struction in the encouragement of 
use of these walks. 
Rural pupils, who are required to 
walk on the highway in going to 
and from school, usually are in-

across the highway when they reach 
the vicinity of the school building, 
or in starting for home. It is this 
tendency th a t the cross-walks are 
designed to overcome.
